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Colonel John F. Wall 

Every student of Thoroughbred bloodlines is 
familiar with the name and works of Colonel 
John F. Wall who died on January 16, at his 
home in Camden, S. C. During a lifetime spent 
promoting the U. S. Cavalry and, in later years, 
fighting for the retention of this branch of 
service, Colonel Wall found time to delve deeply 
into the ancestry of the breed of running horses 
and catalogue his findings for posterity. 

Practical Lighthorse Breeding, his first book 
and the one enjoying widest distribution, was 
published serially in The Blood-Horse before 
being put out in book form. 

His Thoroughbred Bloodlines, published with 
a book of male-line charts, is valued highly by 
breeders throughout America. Other books are 
A Horseman's Handbook on Practical Breeding, 
Breeding Thoroughbreds and Famous Running 
Horses. The latter volume is virtually a writer’s 
handbook, providing a ready reference to horses 
existing up to the time of publication, 1948. 

A native of South Carolina, Colonel Wall was 
graduated from West Point in 1911 and entered 
the First Cavalry. He served in the United States, 
the Philippine Islands and, during World War 
I, in France. For a time he was head of the 
Remount’s receiving station at Lexington, Ky. 

He was commandant of the Army’s Remount 
Depot at Front Royal, Va., from 1932 through 
1934. In this period Colonel Wall recruited 
many Thoroughbred stallions to the Remount. 

After his retirement, he served as steward at 
the Charles Town race track until he was re¬ 
called to active duty with the advent of World 
War II. When he was finally retired, it was with 
the rank of full colonel. 

Throughout his Army career, Colonel Wall 
fought vigorously to hold Cavalry as a branch 
of the Army. Up to his death he still was advo¬ 
cating the reinstatement of mounted units. He 
insisted that in certain terrain horses provided 
elasticity of transport impossible through any 
other means. 

Funeral services for Colonel Wall were held 
in Camden and interment was in the Arlington 
National Cemetery, at Fort Myer, Va. 

Another Horse Publication 

The first edition of Horsemen, Inc. Newsletter 
"came off the presses” in mid-January. Edited 
by Marian McCracken, the two-page paper 
promises to print horse show dates and "perti¬ 
nent information.”

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The Racing Scene — 

More Improvements 

By Don Reed 


Racing got its full share of space in the public 
prints during the past month, even though the 
Thoroughbreds were competing in far off places 
such as California, Florida and Louisiana. 

There were numerous developments in con¬ 
nection with the coming spring season in Mary¬ 
land, probably the chief of which was the an¬ 
nouncement that Laurel would transfer its spring 
dates to Bowie in order to provide time for the 
construction of a new clubhouse at the track 
on the Washington-Baltimore boulevard. The 
club is to be ready for the fall season. 

Also there was an announcement that the 
date of the Preakness Stakes at Pimlico had been 
set for Saturday, May 23, instead of May 16, as 
originally planned. 

President John D. Schapiro of Laurel, in an¬ 
nouncing the new clubhouse, revealed that the 
cost of the 200-foot brick structure of ultra¬ 
modern design would be in the neighborhood 
of $2,000,000. 

Plans call for a ground floor providing a main 
betting ring, lounges, bars and restrooms. A 
second floor will have a dining terrace and an 
enclosed restaurant as well as additional betting 
facilities while the third floor will be devoted 
to a turf club, with a membership limited to 
around 200 persons. Special privileges and ac¬ 
commodations will be provided for these mem¬ 
bers who pay annual dues into the club. Accord¬ 
ing to Schapiro the club will be patterned after 
those of Santa Anita and Hollywood Park and 
he and Frank Brady, Laurel treasurer, will visit 
the West Coast tracks to get all details of their 
operations. 

In order to get the construction completed in 
time for the fall meeting, the request was made 
to the Racing Commission for permission to 
transfer the meeting to Bowie. In view of the 
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fact that Bowie ran its spring meeting at Laurel 
last season while working on its own track, this 
seems fair enough. 

Laurel also plans other improvements prior 
to the fall meeting, which will bring the second 
running of the Washington, D.C., International, 
a race which proved so successful last fall when 
Wilwyn, the English horse, was returned the 
victor. 

Modern living quarters for grooms will be 
added to eight of the stables and a new cafe¬ 
teria and recreation room is expected to be com¬ 
pleted when Laurel reopens at its own plant. 

Pimlico’s announcement of the May 23 date 
for the 77th running of the Preakness Stakes, 
second link in the famed Triple Crown events 
for three-year-olds, came following a readjust¬ 
ment of racing dates. 

The revised spring schedule finds the com¬ 
bined Bowie-Laurel session running from Fri¬ 
day, March 27, through Saturday, May 2, with 
no racing on Good Friday, April 3. Then Pim¬ 
lico will follow with a 21-day session starting 
Monday, May 4, and continuing through Satur¬ 
day, May 30. There will be no racing on Tues¬ 
days, May 12, 19 and 26. 

Lengthening of the spring meet for Pimlico 
gives the track the Memorial Day holiday, which 
should prove a good date, and also enables it to 
start the fall season after the world series, with 
its television appeal, has been completed. Pim¬ 
lico will operate for 12 days in the fall, from 
Monday, October 12, through Saturday, October 
24. 

The new date for the Preakness places it mid¬ 
way between the running of the Kentucky Derby 
on May 2 and the Belmont Stakes on June 13. 
The Preakness this season carries $100,000 in 
added money, thus placing it on a par with the 
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Derby and Belmont in value. Also the race will 
close nominations on February 16, same date as 
the Derby closes, thus assuring that all top flight 
three-year-olds will be eligible for the race when 
it comes up. Previously the Preakness had been 
an early-closing event with a supplementary fee 
by which horses could be made eligible on 
April 15. 

Meanwhile a bill was introduced in the Legis- 
ature by the Legislative Council, which would 
provide many additional days of racing in the 
State. The proposal calls for 36 days at each of 
the three major tracks, 12 days each at the half- 
milers and four moie nights for each of the 
harness tracks. 

Thus there would be 108 days of major run¬ 
ning sport, 96 nights of harness racing and 60 
days of competition on the minor ovals. That is 
a total of 264 days and nights and since there 
are only 365 days in the normal year, it seems 
to be crowding the calendar just a bit. Might 
have been easier to just introduce a bill saying 
no racing will be permitted prior to January 1 
each year or after December 31. 

The same measure provides for a full-time 
chairman of the Racing Commission to be paid 
$15,000 and to be the executive officer with full 
powers, not only to administer the sport but 
to make at least ten appointments of importance, 
thus making the post a real political plum. 

Still a third feature of the bill prohibits the 
transfer of racing dates granted to one associa¬ 
tion, to another, without approval of the Legis¬ 
lature. 

It is understood that Governor McKeldin does 
not favor the provisions for additional racing 
dates and that, should the measure pass, it will 
be headed for a veto. 

Delegate Marvin Mandel also introduced a 
bill to prohibit newspapers from publishing en¬ 
tries and results of races at tracks outside of 
Maryland, the bill being aimed at elimination of 
bookmaking. Mandel would prohibit publica¬ 
tion of results for 48 hours and publish no 
entries until the race is run. Such a ban, even if 
enacted, would mean nothing since out of town 
newspapers would carry such information and 
would not be subject to the $100 fine provided 
for violations by Maryland publications. 

Appointment of J. Fred Colwill as racing 
secretary at Pimlico was announced by Lou Pond- 
field, director of operations for the Maryland 
Jockey Club. Colwill, former noted amateur 
rider and more recently a racing official at tracks 
in Maryland and Florida, succeeds Charles J. 
McLennan. 

The Laurel management immediately an¬ 


nounced that McLennan would serve as the rac¬ 
ing secretary for the combined Bowie-Laurel 
meeting. He had served Laurel previously and 
for the Bowie session succeeds John B. Campbell. 

Alfred Vanderbilt and the State of Maryland 
suffered a severe loss in the breeding industry 
when an organic disorder caused the death of the 
mare Bed o’Roses at Sagamore Farm. She had 
been voted the top two-year-old filly of 1949 
and the champion mare of 1951. It had been 
planned to mate her with Count Fleet this 
spring. 

Jockey Nick Shuk, who has headed the riders 
in Maryland for the last two seasons, suffered 
a nasty spill at Hialeah in the Hibiscus Stakes, 
incurring fractured ribs and severe bruises. How¬ 
ever he expects to be back in action well before 
the opening of the season at Bowie and resume 
his quest of title honors. 

Occupy Syndicate Report 

A meeting of the shareholders in the Occupy 
Syndicate was held at Towson, Maryland, Janu¬ 
ary 3,Qth, with a majority of the shares repre¬ 
sented in person or by proxy. 

Following discussion it was unanimously 
voted that before the 1953 season commences, 
the stallion should be transferred from Saga¬ 
more Farm, Glyndon, where he has stood since 
1947, to the Country Life Farm of John and 
Joseph Pons at Bel Air. This move was oc¬ 
casioned by the fact that a large majority of the 
mares to be bred to the horse are owned or 
maintained in the Harford County area which 
made Country Life much more convenient than 
Sagamore for the horses location. 

Occupy stood second on the list of Maryland 
sires in 1953 with 22 winners of 58 races and 
$183,980 to his credit, including the good stakes 
winners Cinda and Home-Made. He has had 
three crops to race. 

Occupy was purchased in California in 1947 
by Humphrey S. Finney, representing a syndicate 
of 18 Maryland breeders. Since that time the 
syndicate’s business has been handled through 
the office of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. Transfer of ownership has reduced the 
shareholders to 8 interests which are: G. R. 
Bryson, E. Taylor Chewning, Country Life Farm 
(John and Joseph Pons), Glenangus Farms 
(L. S. MacPhail), Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Hanson, 
Mrs. Chester A. Lyon, Meadowview Farms, Inc. 
(Mr. and Mrs. F. Wallis Armstrong, Jr.), and 
Sagamore Farm (A. G. Vanderbilt). 

All bookings and communications regarding 
the horse will hereafter be handled by the Pons 
brothers at Country Life. 
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Colwill Gets Pimlico Post 

J. Fred Colwill, who rode to fame across 
country on the stout back of Blockade, marked 
another milestone in his quick rise in the field 
of racing officialdom when he accepted, re¬ 
cently, the appointment of racing secretary and 
handicapper at Pimlico. He succeeds Charlie 
McLennan in the Old Hilltop post. 

Each year in the last five Colwill has taken 
over the racing secretary’s duties at another 
track. In 1949, he was given his first oppor¬ 
tunity at Timonium. In ’50, he gained the posi¬ 
tion at Cumberland and the next season added 
Bowie and Marlboro. Bel Air went into the bag 
in 1952. 

John B. Campbell, whom Colwill considers 
without equal at the task of assigning weights 
and writing conditioning books, has given the 
Marylander much advice and encouragement. 
Colwill spent some time with this dean of 
weight-setters, a season or so back, in New York, 
where Campbell presides over four tracks. 

Today, Colwill weighs in at about 200 
pounds in stout contrast to the 147-pound 
youth of a dozen years ago who rode the winner 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup for three seasons in 
succession. 

From a Pikesville family—he has two broth¬ 
ers and two sisters—Colwill met Marion Tuttle, 
daughter of C. Ewing Tuttle, while he was 
schooling a horse over the Maryland Hunt 
course. In 1941, Miss Tuttle became Mrs. Col¬ 
will. 

Colwill entered the officials’ end of the turf 
game as an entry clerk about eight years ago 
and has worked his way toward the top in such 
positions as patrol judge, placing judge and, at 
times, has served in the stewards’ stand. 

He has been at Pimlico for several years and 
was steeplechase secretary from 1948 until a 


year ago, when the infield jumping course was 
abolished. 

The Colwills, who have a one-year-old son, 
reside at the Halcyon Farm, comprising about 
235 acres of Maryland’s famous Green Spring 
Valley. Fred and his wife own a few horses and 
occasionally Mrs. Colwill’s silks are displayed 
at Maryland tracks. 

Mutuels At Fair Hills? 

Revival of important steeplechase events, 
with pari-mutuels at the Foxcatcher hunt meet¬ 
ing, Fair Hill, may be a reality if plans of a 
group of Maryland horsemen receive the appro¬ 
bation of the State Legislature. 

Pimlico’s Manly, Jervis Spencer and Green¬ 
spring Valley, and Laurel’s Governor Ogle and 
Chevy Chase Steeplechases are the tests that may 
be renewed. 

William DuPont, Jr., who built the Foxcatch¬ 
er course, has talked with Marylanders interest¬ 
ed in having legalized wagering at Fair Hill and 
has stated that he is agreeable to any plan de¬ 
signed to revive steeplechasing, which is just 
about at the nadir of its existence. His only stip¬ 
ulation is that the Cecil County Breeders’ Fair 
continue on a non-profit basis, with receipts 
from the races going to the Elkton Hospital, as 
in the past. 

Racing one day each year, featuring the Fox- 
catcher National Cup, was inaugurated by Du¬ 
Pont and associates in 1932 and has been a fall 
fixture in Maryland ever since. 

' By operating on successive Saturdays,” Du 
Pont says, "two cards of six races each could be 
arranged. I am confident that owners and train¬ 
ers of jumpers, as well as the public, would sup¬ 
port the sport, as in the past.” 

He points out that portable totalisator ma¬ 
chines which could be set up for one-day ses¬ 
sions, are available. 
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New Harness Steward Welcomed

The friendly eyes of iron-jawed Joe McGraw, 
one of the real old-timers of the sulky sport, 
sparkled benevolently as officials from Mary¬ 
land’s four harness racing tracks, and members 
of the press, radio and television showered con¬ 
gratulations upon him after his appointment as 
new Presiding Steward of the Free State trotting 
ovals, during a reception at Washington’s Hotel 
Statler. 

It must have been a thrilling hour for the 
famed ’’Judge Landis of Harness Racing,” who 
can look back over more than half-a-century of 
intimate association with sport. 

He was undoubtedly gratified, too, by the dis¬ 
play of harmony and cooperation among the 
four Maryland tracks, as the presidents of the 
courses joined in welcoming him. On hand to 
greet the new judge were William E. Miller, 
Rosecroft Raceway President, who can share 
McGraws recollections of the by-gone era of 
high-wheel sulkies, walk-up starts, and exclu¬ 
sively county fair competition; Dick Hutchison, 


Jr., Laurel Raceway President who pioneered 
the sport on a big-time pari-mutuel basis in 
Maryland ; C. William Hetzer, President of Bal¬ 
timore Raceway, Maryland’s newest plant; and 
Earl E. Conley, President of Ocean Downs Race¬ 
way, the Free State’s resort oval. 

Official announcement of McGraw’s appoint¬ 
ment to the important post came from D. 
Eldred Rinehart, new Chairman of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, who stated that 
McGraw was the unanimous choice of the com¬ 
mission and the four tracks. 

Officials of Maryland tracks, as well as horse¬ 
men, feel that McGraw’s wisdom and experience 
will be valuable to a still youthful and some¬ 
times headstrong pari-mutuel sulky sport. Mc¬ 
Graw has a reputation for a keen eye and trou¬ 
bleshooting ability. He will not hesitate to lay 
down the law. 

Now approaching his mid-seventies, McGraw 
has officiated at the most important harness rac¬ 
ing events from coast-to-coast, serving as a 
Presiding Steward for no less than 36 years. 

For nine years he was Presiding Judge at 
Goshen for the Hambletonian, richest harness 
race in the world, and has officiated in the same 
capacity at the $65,000 Little Brown Jug, 
world’s most valuable pace, every year since its 
founding. He’ll be back presiding at the Jug 
event again in 1953. For 15 years he was pre¬ 
siding steward at the famed Lexington, Ky., 
meets, where harnessdom’s most legendary rec¬ 
ords and performances are produced in events 
like the $60,000 Kentucky Futurity. 

For the past 36 years, McGraw has sat as 
presiding steward at the famous York (Pa.) 
Fair, and he has presided at the Reading and 
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Presidents of four Maryland raceways wel¬ 
come new presiding steward Joe McGraw. 
Left to right, C. William Hetzer, Baltimore 
Raceway; Dick Hutchison, Jr., Laurel Race¬ 
way; Judge McGraw; Earl E. Conley, Ocean 
Downs; Wm. E. Miller, Rosecroft Raceway. 
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Allentown Fairs in the Keystone State for a 
decade and a half, and on the popular Ohio 
short-ship chain every year since its establish¬ 
ment. 

The first big meet at luxurious Santa Anita 
in California had McGraw as overseer, and he 
presided at Bay Meadows and Golden Gate 
Fields on the West Coast for seven years. 

Thoroughbred racing too, has known rulings 
of McGraw. He officiated at Wheeling, W. Va., 
for a dozen years. 

McGraw’s actitivities, however, have not been 
confined to the official side of the sport. His 
love for horses lured him into breeding and 
racing them for a period of 19 years, during 
which time he handled such stellar performers 
as Ess H Kay, holder of the world two-heat 
record for a pacing stallion; High Admiral, 
2:07 1 / 4; and Axworth, 2:10. Immortal old- 
timers such as Ben White and "Pop” Greer were 
among the drivers who piloted McGraw’s 
charges in those early days, which stretch back 
as far as 1896. 

McGraw is famed for his bold and revolu¬ 
tionary innovations. He has probably introduced 
more new ideas to harness racing than any 
other living man. He was a pioneer of mechani¬ 
cal starting in North Randall in 1937, almost 
ten years before Steve Phillips unveiled his now 
standard mobile starting gate at Roosevelt Race¬ 
way in New York. McGraw also claims credit 
for being the first to use the loudspeaker in 
sports and to follow the trotters and pacers over 
a microphone. Many other procedures which are 
taken for granted today, like dashes, parading 
to the post, overnight races, declaring in the 
day before a race, were first introduced by this 
far-sighted, alert, "Dean of harness racing." 

McGraw is surprisingly spry and energetic 
despite his more than three score years and ten. 
He is all enthusiasm over his new job, and said 
he can’t wait for the bugle call that sounds the 
1933 opening. 

The Maryland season gets under way with a 
20-night meet at Rosecroft Raceway starting 
May 18. Then follow 20-night sessions begin¬ 
ning June 15 at Laurel Raceway; July 13 at 
Baltimore Raceway; and August 10 at Ocean 
Downs Raceway. McGraw succeeds John Sad¬ 
ler, of Cockeysville, Md. 

In addition to the presidents of the four Mary¬ 
land tracks, McGraw’s reception was highlighted 
by appearance of other distinguished guests, 
including Senator Glenn Beall of Maryland; 
Adrian Fischer; G. Hampton Magruder; Rich¬ 
ard H. Hutchison, Sr., Vice-President of Laurel 
Raceway; Leroy Pumphrey, Vice-President of 
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Jim Lynch, popular harness official of Abing¬ 
don, Mass., recently was appointed racing 
secretary for Ocean Downs. Lynch holds the 
same position at Rosecroft Raceway.

Lynch recently resigned as general manager 
and assistant to the President of Bay State Race¬ 
way, Foxboro, Mass., where he proved a crack 
harness executive and helped spark Bay State's 
climb to trotting prominence. 

Earl E. Conley, Ocean Downs president, said 
that directors of the seashore oval are most 
happy to acquire the services of a race secretary 
of Lynch’s calibre. 

Lynch, who hails from Abingdon, Mass., 
served in an athletic capacity as well as on the 
faculty of the high-school there. For several 
years he was the steward representing the Massa¬ 
chusetts Racing Commission. He also served as 
racing secreary at Northville Downs and Thorn- 
cliffe (Canada). 

Lynch, who succeeds C. Stuart McLean at the 
Ocean Downs track, is a ^X^orld W^ar II veteran. 
While in the service he promoted a number of 
races in sections of Europe to the delight of 
GI’s. 
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Turf Notes and Notions 

It seems there is a dialect 

The writing guild requires of those 
Who glorify the horse in verse 
Or hail the Thoroughbred in prose.

A horse is "gallant" "sturdy" "true"; 

We rarely term him simply "fast," 

But say "his speed was handed down 
By titans of the ages past." 

In closing it is right to say, 

"We never saw his like before, 

Unless it was when Colin ran" 

("Or Sysonby, or Man o’War”) 

Nearly every year, sports followers in this 
country read exciting accounts of the accom¬ 
plishments of Mr. William Woodward s Amer- 
ican-breds on the turf of Britain. His horses 
are high on the Free Handicap, favored for the 
Derby, winning Ascot Cups or just being sensa¬ 
tional in an international sort of way. 

The impression follows, naturally, that the 
master of Belair Stud must be sending huge 
drafts of Thoroughbreds abroad. How would 
his silks be carried in so many important events, 
otherwise? The propensity of the horse for go¬ 
ing wrong at inopportune moments, the fre¬ 
quency with which impressive-looking yearlings 
prove to be unimpressive race horses, and the 
fact that a two-year-old ball of fire often is a 
dull ember at three make a heavy back-log im¬ 
perative if the barn is to be prominently repre¬ 
sented year-in and year-out. 

Many an establishment with 20 or 30 horses

of racing age comes up to important and coveted 
stakes without a representative in shape or of 
class to contest for the prize. 

Try to name a juvenile in November that will 
run in the Derby—old Colonel Bradley would 
bet that you couldn’t. Now if you care to make 
it real tough for yourself look ahead another 
year and try to pick out a yearling that will be 
good enough to win a piece of plate. 

Make it easier—take two. If you should be 
successful, you would have a right to be con¬ 
sidered in a class by yourself—but for one thing. 
William Woodward has been doing it for 
years. 

The gentleman, who dignified the office of 
Chairman of The Jockey Club for 20 years, each 
season selects two yearlings and ships them late 
in August or September to his trainer in Britain, 
Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. On rare occasions, 
when he feels like expanding a bit, he sends 
three. 

The high quality of Mr. Woodward’s choices 
must be startling even to his conditioner. 

The leading trainers of the world would be 
quick to change to the subject if requested to 
pick out two runners today for 1954’s Futurity 
or 1955’s Derby. It’s impossible, they’d say, and 
by golly, it is—but Mr. Woodward does it. 

With Bill Boniface, of the Baltimore Evening 
Sun and Humphrey Finney, the horse peddler, 
I enjoyed the pleasure of a visit to Belair in 
January. There I met Captain Boyd Rochfort, 
and with him and Mr. and Mrs. Tom Bancroft, 
Mr. Woodward’s son-in-law and daughter, in¬ 
spected a select group of young horses that are 
growing fit and frisky on the 2,500-acre farm. 

The Maryland Hor$e 
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The colts we saw were *Princequillo-Mara- 
pania, *Ambiorix-Diving Belle, *Nasrullah- 
Hypnotic, *Nasrullah-Segula and *Ambiorix- 
Vienna. The fillies: *Nasrullah-Margary, Black - 
Tarquin-Bonnie Beryl, Prince Simon-Mara- 
schino, Prince Simon-Vibration, *Princequillo- 
Dancing Dora and *Nasrullah-Vagrancy. 

It goes without saying that there wasn’t a poor 
individual in the lot. The *Nasrullah-Hypnotic 
colt galloped free and confidently and appeared 
to know something about running. 

The youngster that caught my eye, though, 
was the filly by Black Tarquin, out of Bonnie 
Beryl. Captain Boyd-Rochfort, I believe, liked 
the Prince Simon-Valse D’Or and Prince Simon- 
Vibration fillies best. He may know more about 
it than I do. 

Captain Boyd-Rochfort stands among British 
trainers about where Captain Ben Jones rates 
in this country—with important differences in 
articulation and haberdashery—right in the 
front rank of the profession. He has handled 
Belair horses since Mr. Woodward first began 
racing in England, in 1928. As Mr. Jim Fitz¬ 
simmons has conditioned the Belair American 
division for about 30 years it seems the right 
man can be assured of steady employment with 
the establishment. 

About three months from now, Boyd-Roch¬ 
fort will receive a letter from Mr. Woodward, 
naming the yearlings that are to be shipped to 
England. The Captain will wonder, when he 
gets the news, if maybe one of the young ones 
he saw in America did not appear more promis¬ 
ing than those to be sent; and in about six 
months he’ll wonder again—at the perspicacity 
of the horseman who does the choosing. 

A man who can discover the Woodward secret 
for ascertaining quality in horses at early age 
could make a nice penny acting as 'agent” at 
the yearling sales.

A new meeting, Stoneybrook Races, at South¬ 
ern Pines, North Carolina, is scheduled to open 
the hunt racing season. It will be held on Satur¬ 
day, March 21, on the property of Michael G. 
Walsh, who has long been connected with 
steeplechasing both at the hunt meetings and 
major tracks and it is largely through his efforts 
that the Stoneybrook meeting will mark the re¬ 
turn of racing to the Southern Pines area, the 
first since the war years. 

Two weeks later, on April 4, the famous 
Carolina Cup Races will be run over the Spring- 
dale Course at Camden, South Carolina, and then 
the cross country sport heads north into Virginia, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and New York with the 
Adjacent Hunts Meeting at Purchase in West¬ 
chester County completing the Spring circuit on 
May 23 rd. 

Hunt Meetings follow: Stoneybrook Race Meet¬ 
ing, Southern Pines, North Carolina, Saturday, 
March 21; The Carolina Cup, Camden, South Caro¬

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G. I. On A Hunting Holiday 

Ed. Note: Jack Piersol, Maryland Gl. stationed 
in Germany, sent the following account of a 
hunting leave spent in hospitable Ireland. 

Nov. 1. Overslept this a.m. and missed the 
train that I had planned to take from Nurnberg, 
Germany to Frankfurt; lucky for me there was 
one going at 3:30 in time for me to catch the 
plane for London. Arrived Heath Row at 14:05 
to find I had missed connections for Dublin. Got 
the 15:25 flight from London to Dublin as 
somebody had canceled their ticket. Arrived 
Dublin at 17:30. After going through customs 
and getting a taxi, I arrived at the Shelbourne 
Hotel where my most gracious host, Mr. W. T. 
O’Grady, was waiting for me. The Dan Moores 
arrived at the hotel later, and all went out to a 
delicious dinner. Willie and I spent the night 
at the hotel instead of driving down to his place 
in Thurles. 

Nov. 2. We slept late but arrived at Fairy- 
house in time to have lunch with the Dan 
Moores, who are cousins of the Smithwick boys. 
Started at 16:00 for a two hour drive to 
O’Grady’s home. After a big dinner we sat down 
and discussed plans he had for my hunting. They 
sure did sound extravagant. 

Nov. 3. Was awakened early to get ready 
for my first day of hunting. Teddy Cazenoe was 
picking me up at 9 o’clock to drive to a meet 
of the Black and Tan Hounds. The meet was 
at Garrydoiles. This was a great experience. 
Luckily I had a wonderful horse. At the first 
bank three people in front of me fell in the ditch 
on the far side. You can just think what I 
thought of my future; but my horse just sailed 
across. You can’t go down to a fence like we 
ride post and rail at home. After the last hard 
run I pulled up because neither my horse nor I 
was too fit; it was too early in the season to 
have a horse fit for a hard run. Teddy and I were 
invited to tea at Mr. and Mrs. Raymond De 
Trafford’s, which was very pleasant after a great 
day of hunting. Arrived back at O’Grady’s in 
time for dinner. I was to bed early because the 


army in Germany does not prepare you for 
Irish foxhunting. 

Nov. 4. Today we went cub hunting with 
the Tipperary Hounds, which meet at Caddag- 
noxgtown. I rode a big bay horse from Mr. 
O’Grady’s stable. He was a grand goer and we 
had a wonderful hunt. I jumped my first large 
double bank today and it was quite exciting. 
Some of the banks seem impossible to jump but 
a horse gets across somehow. The people in Ire¬ 
land think that timber fences are terrible to 
jump. It is all what you are used to, I suppose. 

Nov. 5. Today there was a 100-mile drive 
to Mullingar Races. Willie O’Grady is one of 
the leading trainers in Ireland. It was a very dull 
and damp day, and I didn’t have any luck at the 
betting angle. Saw a good flat race which was 
won by Miss Dorothy Paget’s Signal Code. 

Nov. 6. This morning I awoke early to ride 
out with the first set of Willie’s horses. Their 
method of training is different from ours. It was 
very interesting to watch. I can understand now 
why you don’t see so many horses with bad legs 
in Ireland as you do in the States. In the after¬ 
noon we went racing at Clonmel. This was only 
30 miles from home. Had a top winner from 
the stable. Mr. P. Stokes’ Lockroe, by King Hal 
Lock Cask, so everybody came home with a few 
pounds in his pockets. 

Nov. 7. This was the first day I had time 
to relax a little since arriving in Ireland. I was 
out on all the workouts this morning but the 
rest of the time I sat around and slept. The party 
last night was a very late one. 

Nov. tt. This morning it was raining but 
we went to the Curragh for a day of racing. The 
Curragh is the biggest flat racing track in Ireland. 
The race of the day was the Irish Cesarewitch of 
1,000 sovs. This race had 27 runners in it. It 
was a very close race but at the end Bold Baby 
pulled out to win by 3 lengths. Bold Baby is by 
Bellacose-Bay Blue. Bellacose is supposed to be 
a sprint sire; as the Cesarewitch was a 2 mile 
race he must be a sire of distance horses too. 

Nov. 9. Since this was Sunday I slept very 
late, but after lunch there was much activity 
around the place. There were owners coming 
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and going all day, looking at their horses. 

Nov. 10. Today was my second hunt with 
the Black and Tans. We had another great day 
of sport. These are the best hounds I have ever 
seen hunting in my life. You would be sur¬ 
prised how fast they can go over these banks 
when the scent is good. The Black nnd Tan 
country is the most open in Ireland to hunt in. I 
had my first fall today; I got a little excited on 
the run and chased my horse down to one bank 
too fast,, so we fell in a large ditch on the far 
side. After a top day of hunting Willie, his wife 
and I went to Mr. and Mrs. P. P. Hogans for 
tea. 

Nov. 11. After exercising horses we took 
off for Limerick. Had lunch and then went out 
to see how Peg Watt made out with the opening 
hunt of her Crome Harriers. They had the best 
hunt of that section for years, with a five-mile 
point. Tea this afternoon was at Sir Thomas 
and Lady Ainsworth’s. Here we inspected a well 
ribbed, top boned French yearling which is com¬ 
ing to Willie to train for next year’s racing. To¬ 
night we went to "Riversfield” which is the home 
of Major and Mrs. Watt, for dinner. The Watts 
are very close friends of Mrs. Ethel Crimmins 
and Mr. Rieman McIntosh of Elkridge Harford 
Hunt Club. 

Nov. 12. Today was the opening meet of 
the Tipperary Hounds. I hired a big roan horse 
from Dr. Stokes, a marvelous jumper but a very 
rough galloper. This was a blank day; scent was 
very poor so we came home early to spend the 
evening sitting around a lovely fireplace. 

Nov. 13. Racing today with two big win¬ 
ners from the stable. Mrs. Watt’s Air Mail, by 
Bel Ami-Proud Maise, won The Stand Handi¬ 
cap Steeplechase, the most exciting race I have 
seen for a long time. Then Little Treasure won 
the Novice Steeplechase, also trained by Willie 
O’Grady. 

Nov. 14. Friday seems to be always our 
quiet day. After exercising the horses we spent 


the rest of the day talking. You can guess that 
the subject was mostly horses. 

Nov. 15. Today I had to say farewell to the 
O’Grady homestead. Willie and I went to the 
races at Leopardstown. This was the nicest track 
that I attended in Ireland. All the meets over 
there are very similar to our hunt meets in the 
states. The jumping races were very slow today, 
but we saw some nice two-year-old races. After 
racing we went to the Shelbourne Hotel for 
drinks and spent the night there. 

Nov. 16. Got up in time to go to church. 
We were invited to lunch at the Dan Moores 
again. Had to get a ride back to Dublin because 
we had a dinner engagement with Peg Watt 
and her sister at the Shelbourne. 

Nov. 17. Today was spent shopping. Had 
a late lunch and then I had to say Auf Weider- 
sehen (Good-bye) to Willie. Dan and Joan 
Moore came in to dinner and I went out to 
spend the night with them. 

Nov. 18. This morning I went out exer¬ 
cising horses with Dan. 13:30 was the time to 
hunt with the Ward Staghounds. This was very 
interesting to me because it was the first time 
I have ever been on a stag hunt. We had a won¬ 
derful chase. It lasted for two hours. There are 
mostly large ditches in the Ward county. I was 
still very lucky: no falls today, though I wasn’t 
fit for such a long run. 

Nov. 19. This winds up my holiday—it is 
the day of the return to army life in Germany. 
I have many fond memories of Ireland to take 
with me and hope to return some day for more 
wonderful hunting.

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Irish Letter 

By Philip de Burgh-O’Brien 

It has always been my contention that Pub¬ 
lic Relations between the major world centres 
of the Thoroughbred world have been under¬ 
developed. Why this is so is rather puzzling, 
because all of us concerned with racing and 
breeding have many interests in common, aris¬ 
ing from which are many points needing sym¬ 
pathetic understanding and explanation. Amer¬ 
icans, for example, have often wondered why 
our tracks are so irregularly constructed; why 
only a portion of a race can be properly seen; 
and why the judges’ box is often placed at some 
distance from the stands. Visitors from here 
have been known to search for a course book 
on an American track, unaware that in America 
betting is done through the medium of the 
pari-mutuel! 

I must say that the Horseman’s Map of 
Maryland in that December issue is the most 
informative of its kind that I have seen. Edi¬ 
torially, we all get quite a kick out of Mr. Fin¬ 
ney’s Pepysian account of his itinerary, al¬ 
though it is noted that he never ends with the 
well remembered, "and so to bed.’’ This, a 
friend has sought to explain, is because ye edi¬ 
tor, figuratively speaking, never sleeps! 

We were all delighted, quite apart from the 
somewhat unexpected success of Mr. Boucher’s 
Wilwyn in the Laurel Park International, by 
the fact that such events, betweeen we and 
thee, are likely to be continued. Auguring well 
was the good reception given the race by so 
many Americans. Wilwyn was underrated here 
chiefly because he did not compete in the bigger 
races including the classics. There is tradition¬ 
ally, a wide gap between classic and handicap 
horses, a distinction more artificial than real. 

Wilwyn’s sire, Pink Flower, has been rather 
neglected. A son of the renowned Oleander, 
(a Dark Ronald horse) he has been getting 


good stock from a wide variety of mares. Sara¬ 
cen, dam of the Laurel winner, comes from the 
Guineas and Oaks heroine Lovely Rosa from a 
notable branch of the No. 7 family. 

Some amusement was caused here by the re¬ 
ported reactions of Charlie Smirke (rider of 
the erratic Nasrullah entry, Zucchero) and the 
winning jockey, Manny Mercer towards the 
various U. S. conditions affecting riders. No 
need to recap, but I think a little give and take 
would in future help a lot. Smirke is rated 
one of the greatest in the saddle, but has not 
been dubbed "The cheeky chappie” for noth¬ 
ing! Manny is a good boy but "dour Yorkshire.” 
In some quarters he is considered likely to suc¬ 
ceed the champion, Gordon Richards when the 
famous Gordie retires. 

We are now in the midst of another Na¬ 
tional Hunt season with the inevitable curtail¬ 
ments due to our perverse climate. Much in¬ 
terest was taken in the progress of the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup winner, Pine Pep, and great was 
our disappointment when it was learned that he 
would be unable to make the Grand National. 

The odds are against foreigners. Few horses 
used to American-style jumps, can adapt them¬ 
selves to the very different ones here. It has been 
done, of course, and one of the all-time un- 
luckies must be rated, some years ago, another 
Maryland champ, Billy Barton. With the race 
at his mercy only a colossal fluke prevented his 
winning. Still fresh in the minds of many, the 
triumph of America’s Battleship, in the Na¬ 
tional of 1940. I am supposed to have seen that 
race, but would hate to tell my age at that time. 
Suffice to say my late father held me up, well 
up, so to give me the better view. 

This seems to be a vintage year for the 
younger ’chasers and even the old champs, Free¬ 
booter and Teal (both National winners) 
should they emerge from retirement will be

hard put to hold their own. The two I like best 
are Mariner’s Log (by Archive) and Holloween 
(Court Nez). Like most of our top ’chasers 
both are Irish-bred and ex-hunters; the former 
owned by Lord Bicester (who also has the 
crack, Marcianus) is thought the best young 
’chaser bred in the emerald Isle since the im¬ 
mortal Prince Regent. He is unbeaten this sea¬ 
son. The latter could start favorite for either 
the * National or the Cheltenham Gold Cup. 
His most recent success was when beating the 
Hon. Dorothy Paget’s crack Lanveoc Poulmic 
by a length in Kempton Park’s King George 
VI ’chase, over three miles, at a difference of 
7 pounds. Others which can be noted include 
Ballymagillan (Topham chaser winner), Al- 
beroni (Irish Grand National), Knock Hard, 
Stormhead, Wenceslas. The big race looks very 
open this year, but a bone of contention with 
the owners of good horses is the rule that makes 
any steeplechaser eligible should he have won 
an event worth £300. This too-easy qualifica¬ 
tion makes for a huge field thus increasing the 
already considerable hazards. Among the 
hurdle racers, Sir Ken stands out and such is 
his ability that his defeat is not expected this 
year. 

In the Show Jumping world, still fresh in 
our minds is the many successes, including that 
at Helsinki, of the wonderful Foxhunter ridden 
by his accomplished owner-trainer Col. Harry 
Llewellyn. No combination has so caught the 
public imagination in the century. 

Receiving a tremendous reception on his re¬ 
turn home with the Irish Army Jumping team 
was Capt. Colm O’Shea whose successes abroad 
on Ballyneety, Kilcarne and Glandore have been 
outstanding. To have beaten the best that 
Mexico could put against him in Mexico City 
was an achievement bordering on the sensa¬ 
tional. Giving due credit, without doubt the 
Mexican Army team has been tops in this 
branch of the sport for some time and nobody 
begrudges these good sportsmen and their well- 
trained mounts their many International rib¬ 
ands. It was heartening to see the fine per¬ 
formances put up by the young U. S. team, 
including Helsinki, and we look forward to even 
higher ones. 

A treat eagerly awaited in Dublin during 
May (in connection with the An Tostal cele¬ 
brations) is the visit of the famous Cadre Noir 
of the French Army Equestrian Corps. The dis¬ 
play will include demonstrations of Dressage, 
Musical Chairs and High School riding. The

Olympia, London, before World War II. Ar¬ 
rangements have been made by the Royal 
Dublin Society and the venue will be the Soci¬ 
ety’s well-known showgrounds at Balls Bridge. 
Despite some difficulties, activities among the 
fox-hunters are well up to the standard of 
former years and many Hunt Secretaries report 
an influx of new members. Always a useful re¬ 
cruiting school are the many children’s pony 
clubs where the elements of good riding are 
learned by many. Offhand, I would say that the 
best display seen for many a day of High School 
technique was that given by the Bertram Mills 
circus group at Olympia recently. Star eques¬ 
trienne was young Joan Fowls. 

I have followed closely the accounts of the 
trotters in The Maryland Horse. Unfor¬ 
tunately, attempts to popularise the sport over 
here have been dogged with misfortune, and 
the public consequently has been somewhat 
apathetic. There were too many accidents due 
to ill-constructed and bumpy tracks; in some 
instances the equipment was faulty and the lo¬ 
cal drivers enthusiastic but inexperienced. In 
Italy where the sport is popular the standard is 
much higher. 

Reverting to the flat: As you are aware, dur¬ 
ing 1952 we had a worthy champion in the 
Aga Khan’s Tehran colt, Tulyar, unbeaten in 
all his classic and cup races. His record purse 
totals of over 75,000 pounds enabled his owner- 
breeder to set up new figures and his trainer, 
Marcus Marsh to lead the conditioners by a 
wide margin. Riding this great colt was the 
redoubtable Charlie Smirke in all his races. 
Tulyar has been entered in many of the biggest 
races of 1953 so that it is extremely unlikely 
that he will be sold, despite reports to the con¬ 
trary, to America. 

In Ireland, trainer P. J. Prendergast has 
beaten his own formidable record, and leading 
the Irish owners is his chief patron, Mr. A. L. 
Hawkins. His best horse was the Irish Derby 
winner, Thirteen of Diamonds. A son of Mus¬ 
tang and a grandson of the French-bred Mieuxce, 
he has been sold to America where his career, 
along with others like Windy City II and the 
smart Legend of Confey, (sold to California) 
will be watched with interest. Incidentally, the 
last named is a son of the Matchem line horse 
Preciptic, which stands at the Irish National 
Stud, Tully, Co. Kildare. Speaking of sires re¬ 
minds me that first six, in order, in the British 
Stallion list read: Tehran, Hyperion (what an 
amazing record he has!), Persian Gulf, Nasrul- 
lah, Nearco, Niccolo dell ’Area.

fillies and although Mr. Freer placed the Middle 
Park winner, Nearula (Nasrullah) two pounds 
more than the filly, Bebe Grande, the general 
view was that the latter had merited the top 
post. Winner of eight of her nine races (beaten 
in early season a short-head in the other) her 
successes included the Gimcrack and Cham¬ 
pagne Stakes. Other top fillies were Neemah 
(Migoli), Tessa Gillian (Nearco), Bluefin 
(Blue Peter). On breeding, the first named, 
bred by the Aga Khan, holds strong claims 
over the distance of the Oaks (12 furlongs). 
The colts were less convincing but one which 
had a good record was Pinza. By Chanteur II 
out of a Donatello II mare, I anticipate his 
training on into a classics horse. With speed- 
stamina breeding potential were Novarullah 
(Nasrullah), Aureole (Hyperion), Oleandrin 
(Pink Flower), Cyrus the Great (Tehran). 
Best potential milers seemed to be March Past 
(Petition) and Masai King (Big Game). 
Neither the very fast Whistler (Panorama) or 
the top Irish filly, Royal Duchy (Royal 
Charger) are expected to go a route at racing 
pace, although in the case of the latter there 
exists a reasonable doubt. 

The above can only be, at best, a rough guide 
for 1953. Not unusual is it for those lowly 
placed in the official handicaps to confound the 


prophets. Such a one was Tulyar last year. Of 
interest is that the South African joint owners 
of Bebe Grande, G. S. Gerber and Col. Jack 
Scott, were placed fourth with £18,586. The 
last time an owner occupied so high a position 
with a single winner was in 1936 when Mr. 
William Woodward of Bel Air won the St. 
Leger with Boswell, to take fourth place with 
£10,535. Incidentally, how unlucky was this 
grand sportsman when he just failed to land 
the Epsom Derby of 1950 with Prince Simon. 
In 1953, his colors will be carried by Twirler 
(Whirlaway), a winner at two. 

Our Public Sales of 1952 all showed reces¬ 
sions and that most market breeders finished 
in the red. An improvement was noticeable in 
the Newmarket December sales where there 
was a good demand for breeding and racing 
stock for overseas. As usual, Hyperion mares 
were sought after. Doubtless Mr. Finney, who 
was very active on that occasion, will have given 
an account. 

Among the owners and breeders there has 
been considerable discontent. Over here the 
owners race to a large extent for their own sub¬ 
scriptions and breeders have few opportunities 
for sharing in winnings. Put another way, the 
owners spend something like 3,500,000 pounds

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to compete for prizes of about 1,250,000. In 
1952, it has been estimated that only one owner 
in 50 recouped himself or showed a profit rac¬ 
ing a string. One explanation is that of the 
huge amounts betted on horseracing in Britain, 
very little is ploughed back into the game due 
to the prevailing systems (or lack of them) of 
off-course wagering. This is in sharp contrast to 
the practice in the U. S. and France. In Ireland, 
where the Racing Board is in control (Govern¬ 
ment sponsored), there is a compromise ar¬ 
rangement, favorable to owners. 

To date, no recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on Betting have been imple¬ 
mented, and there is not much encouragement 
for new owners entering the sport. Most of the 
present ones operate at a loss—a tribute to 
their sportsmanship but under prevailing con¬ 
ditions a very uneconomic procedure. Most 
market breeders are forced to breed the non¬ 
staying but early maturing types; those likely 
to show a profit in early running. Lately there 
has arisen the position where the get of second- 
and third-rate stallions have become a drug on 
the market; which taking the long view may 
not be a bad thing. Wealthy breeders like the 
Aga Khan and Marcel Boussac can afford to 
breed at a high level and to bide their time 


in preparing their horses for the classics and 
prestige stake races. Naturally, the same names 
occur year after year heading the prize lists. 

No other European country looks after her 
breeders as well as does France. For example, 
a recent government decree entitles her breed¬ 
ers, when the home-breds are racing outside 
France or her colonies, to a ten per cent bonus 
of prize money for a win and five per cent in 
respect of horses placed second. This could well 
amount to a sizable sum if a French horse en¬ 
joyed a run of successes at Royal Ascot or 
Epsom. The only qualification, a small one, is that 
the purse must be at least £300. At home the 
average French owner contributes less than ten 
per cent in subscriptions as against the around 
60 per cent put up by their British counter¬ 
parts.

Tax Relief

Our Washington correspondent and observer 
tells us that a Treasury Department decision 
may be expected within the next three months 
offering substantial tax relief to horsemen, and 
that every class of horse, except yearlings, will 
be treated as ’capital gain” if held for six 
months or more by an owner before selling. 

While the income tax laws are too tricky for 
this writer to even attempt to explain, we un¬ 
derstand the new ruling is being made because 
several public-spirited horsemen took their cases 
to court, at great cost, in time, effort and money, 
and that in the main, the courts have held with 
the horsemen that the capital gains benefits as 
applied to cattle should also apply to other live¬ 
stock, including Thoroughbreds. 

In the past, rather than risk lengthy fights, 
many horsemen, especially in the lower income 
brackets, paid rather than appeal to the Federal 
courts for relief. The Treasury, we understand, 
now sees that it was wrong, and taxes will be¬ 
come more equitable for all. 

The effect of this decision, when announced, 
will be far reaching. Many owners, who have 
paid under protest, will receive refunds for sev¬ 
eral years. A loosening of money to purchase 
horses, two-year-olds and up, should be notice¬ 
able. Economically, horses will be a better in¬ 
vestment than they ever were. A tip to owners 
of young stock: If you race the horse at least 
once, your claim to capital gain consideration 
under the law will be unassailable. The law will 
not benefit those whose regular business is deal¬ 
ing in Thoroughbreds, nor will it directly bene¬ 
fit breeders who do not race their own stock.
